Toronto, Oct. 11.- At the Civil As- 
size Court, yesterday, in the libel suit 
of Macdonoll against The Week, a re- 
traction was read in court by the de- 
fendants and the case was struck off 
the list. 

-Dutton, Ont., Oct. 14. —A fire broke 
out in Lane's block here about mid- 
night, burning it to the ground, to- 
gether with Hockin ik Pool's large 
stock of dry goods and groceries. Tlio 
6re then spread to Black's block, Hod- 
der's bakery, Wilton's tailor store and 
Thompson's furniture store, totally des- 
troying them all, also a dwelling-house 
occupied by J. E. Spurr. The probable 
losses are as follows: S. Brown, dwel- 
ling , $500; fi. Lane, brick block and 
damage to goods, §4,000; Hockin & 
Pool §12,000; Hoddery $1,200; D. J. 
Thompson, §1,000; S. Wilton, 81,000; 
J, C, Price, damage to stock, §000, and 
O. Black's block, §2,500. 

Montreal, Oct. 15. — The heavy 
losses incurred by some of our most en- 
terprising capitalists in the etlorts that 
were made to establish the production 
and manufacture of beet root sugar in 
this province two or three years ago 
were proved conclusively in the Superi- 
or Court here in an action now in pro- 
gross against an ex-shareholder of the 
Parnham Company for §10,000 of un- 
paid preferential stock intbe enterprise. 
The head of one of the wealthiest 
Avbolesale houses in the city, who was 
examined aw a witness in the case, de- 
clared that his firm had lost §130,000 
in the enterprise, and they never ex- 
pect to realize a cent out of the assets, 
as it was a hopeless failure. There was 
another similar case of misadventure at 
Coaticooke, which Lad no better luck, 
all being lost. 

. Predericton, N. B., Oct. 13.— Mor- 
rison's sawmill, at the lower end of the 
city, took fire last night from a spark 
from the chimney lighting on the mill 
roof, and was burned to the ground. 
Twelve tenement houses adjoining tho 
mill and a large two-story boarding- 
house were involved in the general con- 
flagration, and these, and a pile of one 
million feet of sawn lumber, and eleven 
carloads of lumber switched oil" to- 
wards the mill were totally destroyed. 
The total amount of lumber destroyed 
is estimated at 2,000,000 feet, on which 
there was no insurance. Morrison was 
cutting tliin season exclusively for J. 
IS". Murchie it Son, of Oalais, whose 
loss will be very extensive. He had 
$20,000 insurance on the mill. Three 
gang-saws, machinery, engine, boiler 
etc., and the houses, also his property 
were insured. He valusd the mill and 
machinery at $40,000. Thirteen famil- 
ies are left homeless by the (ire. Of the 
$20,000 insurance on the mill there 
was §5,000 each in the Royal, the 
Commercial Union, the Liverpool and 
London and Globe, and the Western. 
The total loss will bo well up to §100,- 
000. 

Montreal, Oct. 15. — The funeral of 
the late W. E. Esdaile, whose re mains 
were found in the lake at Chicago, took 
plaoe from deceased's mother's residence 
to-day. Tho attendance of induoiuial 
citizens was immense, the family being 
old residents and much respected here. 

The file and rasp factory of Messrs. 
Outram ifi Son, outside the city was 
destroyed by tire to day. Loss §1,000; 
insured in tho Commercial Union and 
Plucnix for §1,000. 

Mrs. Wolfe went to the Dosjardins 
canal this evening for a bath. She got 
out of her depth and sunk before her 
husband's oye r _ and giving her up as 
drowned he came to the city for aid. 
But in the meantime n Mr. Cross had 
reB cued the woman after she had been 
in the water for sonio timo and she 
will recover.

LITERARY RUBBISH. 

Principal Grant, who twice crossed 
the continent to British Columbia with 
Stanford Fleming, wrote a book on 
liis travels entitled, "Ocean to Ocean," 
in which, mixed with a good deal of 
sound aonae, wero some very stupid re- 
flections and statements on the people 
and resources of the province. Later, 
Mr. Grant contributed a iiumbar of papers 
to American magazines on the Pacific rail- 
way, in which ho vigorously assailed tho 
progressive policy of tho Macdonald gov- 
ernment. In the interval that lias elapsed 
aiiico those articles appeared tho railway 
has become an accomplished fact; but 
Principal Grant ia still discussing British 
Columbia and its affairs through an 
American publication. Lie "broke out" 
last month in the Century on the subject 
of Chinese cheap labor, remarking that 
"abundance of cheap labor is at present 
tho ono thing needful in British Colum- 
bia, iiiid the Chinese are the only pooplo 
who are likely to supply it on a large 
scale for many a yoar. Vet the native or 
other white population are persuaded that 
tho prosperity of the country depends 
upon the exclusion of cheap labor. If 
Chinamen could only be kept out white 
people would come in, and wages would 
go up. Good prices would then be ob- 
tained for everything and every one would 
live comfortable. .Several amusing in- 
stances are cited to show tho natives' no- 
tion of good prices and comfortable liv- 
ing. Ono of tho engineers of the rail- 
way described them as a "nice people," 
who "do cheerfully what you want, oither 
for nothing or for an enormous price." 
Principal Grant and two others hired a 
wagon to drive twenty-five miles. For 
this they wero charged the modest sum of 
thirty dollars. On another occasion a 
man was engaged to row out to a steamer 
on Burrard Inlet. He was occupied an 
hour and claimed four dollars. An in- 
dividual wished to hire a team to haul 
some lumber. t Fifteen dollars a day was 
demanded for the service. Chinese cheap 
labor must be a blessing to such a coun- 
try. Dr. Grant is sorry to seoiii to leflect 
on tho British Columbians. They wero 
kindness itself to him. Their hospitality 
is beyond praise, but ho is compelled to 
say that "when they charge you are like 
to remember the bill." 

BATTERY "0" AGAIN. 

Our intensely sectional friend of the 
Columbian is still pegging away in the 
highpressuro style peculiar to him about 
Battery "0. " Like tliu man who told an 
untruth so often that ho at last began to 
believe it, our contemporary has iterated 
aud reiterated hia faith in the location of 
the battery at some out-of-the-way place 
on the'mainland until he actually questions 
the official declaration of Massrs. Oaron 
and Langovin in the houco of commons 
so late as July last and drags into the 
controversy the report of ■ Col. Holmes 
favoring Coal Harbor and the endorse- 
ment of General Middleton. But the 
Columbian resolutely shuts hia eyes to a 
very important fact. Tho report and the 
endorsement were mado in 1884. Tho 
official statements of the minister of 
militia and the minister of public works 
locating tho battery at Esquimalt 
were made in 1885 ! After de- 
liberating over the documents for 
a twolvomonth the ministers decided in 
favor Esquimalt. What more remains to 
bo said, except to point our contemporary 
to that portion of the speech of the gov- 
ernor-general at tho Victoria banquet, 
where he announces that Esquimalt is to 
be made the place d'amies of the British 
possessions on tho North Pacific/ Wo 
know that these facts are like unwelcome 
guests to the Columbian; but however 
much he may ignoro them, they will not 
"down at his bidding," and few will be- 
lieve that he is ignor-ant of their exist- 
ence or that he has not wilfully suppressed 
dates to prop up hia drooping cause.

THE INDIAN RESERVE. 

We incline to tho opinion that in select- 
ing a Bite on the Indian reserve for the 
immigration sheds the Dominion govern- 
ment have acted without due considera- 
tion of the legality of their action. The 
reserves aro held by tho Dominion gov- 
ernment in trust for the Indians. If at 
anytime a tribe in possession of a reser- 
vation should bo "improved off the face 
of the earth," tho land would naturally 
revort to the provincial government. 
Bow, then, can the Dominion govern- 
ment, to whom the land has not been 
conveyed absolutely, who have not ex- 
tinguished tho' Indian title, and who can 
lawfully administer it in no other interest 
than that of the natives, alienate any 
portion of tho reserve for immigration 
purposes I If the case is pressed (wo 
hope it will not be, because Indians make 
the worst possible use of a reservation), 
tho result cannot be doubtful. The Do- 
minion will havo to retire from tho re- 
serve and remove or abandon the marine 
hospital as well as tho immigration sheds.

Any persons en- 
deavoring to in any manner violate the 
laws of the city or territory will bo prose- 
cuted to the full extent of tho law. A 
cerdial invitation is extended to all to 
join tho procossion, which will form on 
Mill street at 7 p. m., sharp. Ladies are 
especially invited to join in tho parado.

A RAW RECRUIT. 

At Dublin on the night of October 13th 
a curious scene occurred at the city 
nominating convention. After the nomi- 
nation of Air. Clauoy had been acceptod 
by tho convention, Mr. Parnell made a 
Bhort speech proposing Sir Thomas Henry 
Grattan Esmonde, Bart., of Bollynastra, 
county Woxford, for the remaining seat." 
Mr, Michael Davitt, who was present as 
a delegato, arose with a scowl upon his 
face, and opposed the nomination^ He 
said that Sir Thomas was a landlord, and 
it was impossible for a landlord to bo a 
true patriot. A long and excited discus- 
sion followed, during which Mr. Parnell 
vouched for the patriotism of Sir Thomas. 
From time to time there were loud calls 
for the proposed nominee, and at length 
Sir ThomaB appeared upon the platform. 
He mado a strong and ultra-national 
speech, apologized for being a landlord, 
and fiercely denounced the landlord class 
as the greatest curse of Ireland. This 
caused an entire revolution in the feelings 
of Mr. Davitt, who jumped to hia feet 



CABLE NEWS. 



ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 22.— The English farmers' 
alliance ha3 adopted a resolution stating 
that to avert the ruin of the present race 
of farmers, land-owners must forthwith 
roduco the rent of farms and the govern- 
ment must formulate a measure which 
will prevent the raising of rents on tho 
improvements of tenants. 

London, Oct. 22. — in an interview to- 
day, Fitzpatrick, Kiel's Canadian coun- 
sel, said: "It is impossible tp pretend 
that Kiel was unfairly tried. No doubt 
at the time of the outbreak in the iS'orth- 
west griovikiicea existed which have since 
boon remedied. Kiel commenced the 
agitation from purely political motives. 
Many people still consider that ho render- 
ed valuable services to tho country. 
Doubtless the oxciteuient again induced 
in Kiel mental abeiration, rendering him 
incapable of kooping tho rebellion within 
legal limits. On tho scaffold Kiel will be- 
come a martyr; in prison or in an asylum 
he would bo forgotten." In the face of 
the conflicting medical evidence in Kiel's 
case, Fitzpatrick advocated the appoint- 
ment by the Canadian government of 
commission to again examine the prisoner. 

Mrs. Weldon, who recently completed 
six months imprisonment for libelling Mr. 
Riviere, manager of the Covont Garden 
theatre, has again been committed for 
taial on a similar chargo. While in jail 
Mrs. Weldon wrote to Ltiviore'a solicitors 
accusing him of villainy in stealing a 
document belonging to her. 

DENMARK. 
Copenhagen, Oct. 22.— To-day was ob- 
served as a general holiday in honor of 
the marriage of Prince Waldomar and 
Princess Marie Do Orleans. 

FRANCE. 
Eufrance, Oct. 22.— The marriage of 
Prince Waldomar, third son of King 
Christian of Denmark, and Princess 
Maria, daughter of the Due d'Ohartres, 
was celebrated at tho Chateau D'eau, tho 
residence of the Coinpto do I'aris. Among 
those present wore the Queen of Denmark, 
the crown prince and their three daugh- 
ters, Prince do Joinvillo, Duo Danmale, 
DucDocazes, Ducand Duchess d'Ohartres, 
and Count VonMoltkc.

Paris, Oct. 22 — Advices from Ton- 
quin say tho French troops rocontly made 
a reconnoisance from Songhoaand Huan- 
quan, and found formidable numbers of 
Black Flags in tho vicinity of those places.

EASTERN" STATES. 

Nkw York, Oct. 22. — The directors of 
tho Northern Pacific railway to-day favor- 
ably considered the proposition to dispose 
of about 80,000 acres of land to an 
American syndicate at £(» per acre. The 
matter was referred to a committee with 
full power tc complete tho transaction. 

New York, Oct. 22. — Mary Ann Booth, 
widow of the lato Junius Brutus Booth, 
and inothor of Edwin, J. Wilkes and 
Junius Booth, died of pneumonia, aged 
oighty-threo. 

PERU. 

Lima, Oct. 22. — Further details of tho' 
fight at Cajamaraca show that it was 
marked by the treachery of Senor Mgarte. | 
ono of the government officers, who en- 
doavored to unite his reaimont with the 
rebels. His object was frustrated through j 
the action of loyal troops, who fired upon j 
him when the design becamo 'appiiront. j 
The government troops were' greatly aided 
in achieving their success by tho armed 
populace, who have unanimously agreed 
to resist the Montunoros. 

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Oct. 22. — Three applica- 
tions are pending before the patent com- 
missioner for the cancellation of the boll 
telephone patent. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Oct. 22.— The Com- 
mercial News to-morrow will report a 
sharp decline in freights which within the 
past few days havo receded two shillings 
and sixpence per ton, and thii 
evening the best bids for freights, iron, 
was thirty shillings per ton for the United 
Kingdom. 

A joint conference of the chamber of 
commerce, board of trado and manufac- 
turers' association, with the senators and 
congressmen of this state, was held at the 
chamber of commerco this afternoon. 
Resolutions were adopted urging the Cali- 
fornia congressional delegation to bring 
tho following measures before congress: 
Distribution of subsidies among Ameri- 
can steamship companies between this and 
foreign countries; Nicaragua canal scheme; 
distribution of public monies in California; 
holding of large tracts of land by aliens; 
reciprocity treaty with Mexico, aud Bacifio 
coast defences. Tho meeting closed with 
a resolution to have tho Chineso restric- 
tion act amended so as to preclude all 
possibility of its intent being defeated by 
tho CliineBe.

Monsignor 
Fabro, the Catholic bishop, at mass this 
morning denounced tho idea in un- 
measured terms, saying the authorities 
need not think they can bring about such 
unprecedented revolution us the suppres- 
sion of public religion at tho time of a 
calamity like the present. Bishop Bond, 
of the Angolican community, has also 
spoken against it, while Father Dowd, of 
St. Patrick's, aud Rev. Mr. Stone, of St. 
Martin's, Angelican, say they will abso- 
lutely refuse to comply with tho measuro 
should it bo enforced. Tho number of 
cases of smallpox in tho civil hospital up 
to date is (itio, of whom 118 died. 



YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Oct. 22. — A meeting of the 
Northern Pacific directors is now in ses- 
sion. It is stated tiiat they have con- 
firmed the sale of about eighty thousand 
acres of land to an American syndicate at 
about §7 per acre 

An immense crowd of peoplo filled tho 
court of Oyer and Terminer this morning 
to listen to the proceedings in the trial of 
Ferdinand Ward. The latter was present 
ni tho custody of tho warden of Ludlow 
street jail, lm face was pale with his long 
confinement, but otherwise he appeared 
as well as Visual. When tho district-at- 
torney called Ward's case, General Tracy, 
Ward's counsel, slated he desirod to with- 
draw the plea of "not guilty," which his 
client had entered, and called the atten- 
tion of tho court to tho fifth count in the 
indictment, lie Baid it was for the same 
offense as that charged in the first count, 
larceny and obtaining goods under false 
preteuces. There were, thereforo, two 
distinct counts charged in different counts 
of tho sjimo indictment. Judge Barhet 
replied that the two crimes wero really but 
two different aspects of tho same facts, 
and they could properly be embracod 
under the same facts. Tho demurrer was 
overruled and prisoner called on to plead 
again, and his counsel changed his plea to 
"not guilty." Tho work of obtaining a 
jury then commenced. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 22.— The Journal 
do St. I'etersburg, commenting on the 
Roumeliau question, sayB that "Prince 
Alexander appears to ignoro tho fact that 
his admission to the powers is, duly 
created by the treaty of Berlin, and there 
has been no intention on tho part of Bul- 
garia to return to s/it/il ijllo ante. It regrets 
tho action of Servia and Greece in order- 
ing formidable armaments, and declares 
that Russia, more than any other power, 
must prevent fratricidal contests in the 

j Balkans. Tho journal is pronounced in 
its denunciations of Bulgaria for having 

| brought about the present state of affairs, 
and says tho powers are unanimous in a 
desire to restore the statu quo ante, and 
although such an action is bristling with 
obstacles and pitfalls, this unanimity 
justifies hope of success. 

Taxation of Church Property. 

Oct. 19, 1SSD. 

To tiii: Editor:— I wish to make an 
inquiry with respect to church property. 
In the United States all ecclesiastical 
property is exempt from taxation. I re- 
member reading several years ago a 
passage in one of Grant's messages to 
congress, in which reference was made to 
this fact, and all the church property in 
the country was estimated at more than 
a thousand millions of dollars. No change 
has been made in the law since that time. 

The question I would like to havo 
answered is: Does the samo rule hold in 
tho Dominion / I am aware that churches 
(tho edifices) and cemeteries aro exempt 
from taxation; but does this exemption 
extend to all property held by religious 
bodies ! 

By answering this enquiry in your paper 
you will oblige several of us who are not 
well-informed on this matter. — .... o 

Yours, etc., W".*""" 

[The Dominion government at confed- 
eration parted will', the right to impose 
taxes oil real eatate; thereforo, there ia no 
Dominion taxation of church property. 
The laws of tho different provinces vary 
somewhat. In Ontario, Manitoba and 
British Columbia "every place of worship 
and land used in connection therewith, 
churchyard or burying-ground," aro ex- 
empt from taxation. Li Nova Scotia and 
Now Brunswick thoro is a similar law. It 
will be understood that the exemption 
does not extend to all church property, 
such as buildings held for rent or land, 
improved or unimprovod, that is not at- 
tached to a place of worship, etc". In 
Quobec tho exemptions are groater, hut 
how fur they extend we aro not aware.]

THE " LAST SPIKE" 

To be Driven November 5th. 

The Operations of Highway- 
men in the Interior. 



Mr. A. Helliwell, who arrived yesterday 
from Winnipeg, says that on the 16th of 
October the Canadian Pacific rails crossed 
the bridgo at the second crossing of the 
Columbia, leaving a gap of only 29 miles 
to complete the whole road and drive the 
last spike, on or about the 5th of Novem- 
ber. When he got to the western end of 
the track Mr. Helliwell was told that a 
man and wife had been, "held up" by a 
highwayman and robbod of over one 
hnndred dollars at 8 o'clock that morn- 
ing. Not far from this point a man was 
ordered to "hold op" by a highwayman, 
but ran and got cloar off. At Sickamoose 
Narrows a young man was robbed of §130 
by an armed highwayman tho next day. 
The governor-ganeral's party ware mot at 
Sickamoose Narrows on Friday last, all 
well. There were about two inches of 
snow on tho summit when Mr. Helliwell 
came through. Over two mtles of crack 
to Farwell was laid in a single day. Over 
the Onderdonk contract twelvo miles were 
made in thirteen minutes in entering 
Yale, which shows that the track is in 
excellent conditi on. The weather through- 
out the Northwest wa3 lino and open. 



The Fire Stylaw. 

Notices wore served yestorday on Hon. 
Mr. Hamly and ex-Mayor Redforn, in- 
forming t he m of tho action taken at the 
council board on Monday evening, giving 
notice that unless the wooden structures 
in the rear of the buildings on Govern- 
ment and Broughton streets woro removed 
in seven days they would, by order of the 
council and in conformity with tho bylaw, 
be torn down. 

The erections in fault consist of out- 
houses, balconies, etc., tho total cost of 
which would be in the neighborhood of 
$1500. Mr. Redfnrn i3 absent from town, 
but his agents and those of Hon. Mr. 
Hamly (Lowenberg, Harris & Co.) have 
come to a compromise with the (ire war-, 
dens, and will cover all the wooden struc- 
tures with corrugated iron. The agents 
state that if they brought the matter into 
court they have no doubt they could do- 
feat tho council on the point. 

Tho option givon them was either to 
cover with corrugated iron or a lining of 
brick, tho formor being adopted. While it 
may clash with builders' views occasion- 
ally, tho bylaw ia an excellent one and 
will bo tho means of affording groator im- 
munity from lire and also guaranteeing 
the erection of a better class of buildings 
within the lira limits.

THE COAL AREAS. 

Return of Dr. <i. M. Dawson, 
of the Oeologieal Survey. 

Dr. Goo. M. Dawson, F. R. G. S., assist- 
ant director of the geological survey of 
Canada, arrived in the harbor yesterday 
morning on the sloop he has been sailing 
in making his geological examinations. 
Ho has been absent four months, and in 
that time has examined the shores of tho 
gulf of Georgia, and the island shores 
north as far and including Quatsino Bound. 
The survey is connected with the geolog- 
ical survey, and is preliminary detail work 
in ascertaining the position and areas of 
coal-bearing rocks and making also a pre- 
liminary examination of coast not pre- 
viously examined by tho lato Dr. Rich- 
ardson, who mado complete examinations 
of Nanaimo and nearly so of Comox. The 
purpose is oventually to more minutely j 
examiue and work out tho structuro of j 
coal areas. This will entail a groat deal 
of inland work, that of this season being 
necoBsarily confinod to tho coast on ac- 
count of using tho sloop as a means of 
travel. A number of rivers were also ex- 
amined as far up as coal-bearing rocks ex- 
tended, and ulso tho shoros of Nimpkish 
lake. The examination has doveloped 
the fact that there are considerable areas of 
coal-bearing rocks outsido of Nanaimo 
and Comox, some of which will probably 
turn out of considerable importance. 

Tho weather during the entire trip was 
fino, but too calm for rapid sailing in tho 
sloop. Howover, probably 700 or 800 
miles of coast line were tested. 

Dr. Dawaon was accompanied by Mr. 
Dowling, a valuable assistant. Tho doctor 
will return east in a few days, but hopes 
to return next season to finish the areas, or 
send a competent geologist to du so. An ex- 
amination of the west coast uf the island is 
most important, as it is reported th&t ex- 
tensive coal areas exist. 

One thing very noticeable is the 
fact that very fow of tho innumerable 
bays and inlets of the coast are marked 
on tho chart, a thing most essential for 
coasting vessels. A complete coast sur- 
vey is a necossary work, and it is to be 
hoped that the Dominion will take up the 
matter and furnish as correct a survey of 
the coast as that which is now being taken 
of tho Alaska coast.

The following dispatch was received by 
the mayor on Monday morning. It was 
dated at Granville, October 17th, and ex- 
plains itself : "Wo have much pleasure 
in sending you this meBaago from Gran- 
ville, transmitted by tho telegraph and 
telephone simultaneously over tho trame. 
This is the first time this has evor been 
accomplished on the Pacific coast." Tho 
dispatch was Bigned by Mr. S. T. Mcin- 
tosh on behalf of tho telograph company, 
and Mr. L. L. Doane for tho telephone 
company. Tho transmission of a telo- 
graph and telephone message ovor the 
same wire simultaneously is a soiontific 
event worthy of being recorded. 

Last Friday Captain Pittendrigh, in- 
spector of fisheries, received from Harri- 
son river ono of tlie largest spring salmon 
ever takon in these waters. It was 4 feet 
inchoa long, 14 inches around tho small 
of tho tail, 27 inches back of tho dorsal 
fin, 33 inchos in front of tho dorsal, and 
31 iiinhes under tho pootoral near the gill. 
It weighed 70 pounds. Captain Pitten- 
drigh had this fino specimen skinned and 
stuffed, and will forward it with other 
samples to the great Colonial exhibition 
at London next year.

Oct. 15, 1835. ( 

In pursuance of promise I send you a 
summary of the news that has transpired 
since my last, of the l!)th September. It 
has rained must of the time since that 
date, and snowed on tho tops of tho 
mountains as early as tho 10th of Sep- 
tember, but we havo had an occasional 
day or two of s'unshino. 

On tho Slid of Suptembor a fearful land- 
slide occurred in the basin throo milea 
above Juneau City, in which throe minors 
lost their lives, two while mou and one 
Indian. Tho names of tho white men 
were Mike Powars and Fred Oushman. A 
large number of miners immediately Bet 
to work to try to recover their bodies. 
After live days' and nights' work the 
bodies of Powers and tho Indian were re- 
covered, but tho body of Oushman had 
not beon recovered up to tho timo we lef', 
nur do thoy now expect to recover t be- 
fore next spring, if then, so doop has it 
bojn buried. The basin has been covored 
with snow, and the minors aro preparing 
to 1 1 u i l it until spring. A great many of 
thorn are building oibins in Ju.:oiu, in- 
tending to spend the winter there, and 
taku an early start, in tho spring. 

On tho 29th of September I visited 
Sitka, 180 mile3 southwest of Juneau. 
The steamer Bunita called at Juneau with 
freight for botli that place and Sitka that 
the Idaho wiu unable to bring on hor 
September trip. 1 found Sitka, tho capi- 
tal of Alaaka, much warmer than Juneau, 
being Bituated on Uaranuff Isiand, imme- 
diately facing tho ocean, its harbor being 
protected by a number uf small islands 
from the immense billows of the open 
ocean. It is, perhaps, one uf tho must 
beautiful situations fur a town in Alaska, 
and at one timo contained over 4000 in- 
habitants, with several schools and 
oliurches. Ever since its occupation by 
the United States it has boon going to 
decay. Thero is now not niore than 250 
white people and about 500 Indians re- 
maining. Tho United States keep a.bou,t 
twenty soldiors and a small gynboat there 
to garrison tho placo. 

Governor Swineford, U. S. District At- 
torney Ball, Judge Dawne and tho mar- 
shal woro, upon arrival, duly installed in 
office, and are industriously engaged in 
dJviBing ways and means to put in opera- 
tion civil government and law, which 
thoir predecessors hardly had timo to in- 
augurate. Tho new government ste.ins to. 
be very popular with tho people, and havo 
set to work with oommoudable naal to ob- 
tain additional mail and other facilities 
that Alaska so muoh uoeds. 

This part of Alaska id Utorally covered 
with game; deer, duck, geese and grouso 
abound in tho greatest abundance; berries, 
such ob cranberries, huckleberries, blue- 
berries and sovoral other kinds. The In- 
dians gathered this year ovor one hundred 
barrels of oranborries of tho choicest 
quality and sold thorn to tho morchanta 
who barrelled them for the markot of the 
lowor country. I have seen soven oruight 
deer brought to this markot of a moriiunr 
and scoros of ducks and goeBe. 

Tho Presbyterians have a large mission 
school hero, capable, when finished, of 
accommodating three hundred Indian 
ohildren, Thoy havo a full corps of 
teaohers. Tho Indian youth are taught 
the olemontary branches of a good bin- 
glish education, and in addition the girls 
aro taught sewing, knitting and house- 
keeping, including cooking, and the boys 
are taught mechanical trades under coin- 
potent instructors, tho children being 
boarded and clothed at tho expense of tho 
mission. This mission was crzetod under 
tho superintendanae of tho Rov. Sheldon 
Jackson, who deserves groat credit for his 
untiring energy in overcoming almost in- 
surmountable dilliculties in its establish- 
ment. 

The celebrated Haley mines, situatod 
about 15 miles from Sitka, being long 
known as the richest minus ovor ye.t dis- 
covered in Alaaka, much of tho ure unsay- 
ing as muoh as SI ,500 pur ton, has been 
purch aed siuco the 1st of Ootober by 
two gentlemen from Miohigan named Dr. 
J. Fuller end B. K. Cowles, who return 
on tho first steamer for tho purpose o 
purchasing machinery for a stamp mill t 
be erected early in tha dpring. They aro 
energetic Jjusiness men mid have ample 
moans to eroct tho necossary machinery 
for utilizing their more than fortunate 
purchase. The people of S,itka were 
greatly rejoiced over tlio purchase o',' these 
mineB, as the owner of them was n poor 
man and unable to utilize them himself 
and refused to sell them for tho hist ton 
years oxoopt at such an exorbitant price 
that no one was. willing to invest. 

Host Rov. Archbishop Soghors, of Vic- 
toria, is hero in Alaska, looking ..ftor the 
interests of his people, and is going to 
establish a school and mission in Sitka 
and send a priest and teachers; ulao a 
mission, Bchool and hospital at Juneau 
and Wrangel and send n prifist to each 
place. Ho returns to Victoria on tho 
Idaho. 

Gov. Swineford and Col. Ball carried a 
printing press and material with them to 
Alaska; a company was at once formod 
and a wookly newspaper will bo issued de- 
voted to tho intcresta of tho new territory. 
The namo of tho paper will he The 
Alaskan. 

We called at Juneau on our return and 
took aboard the mails and several pasHeii- 
gera, aiyiongat them Mr. J. Troadwell, 
who for sometime pas: has beon in deli- 
cate health. Ho vis'.ts San Francisco for 
the purpose of recruiting his health. The 
output of tho Treadw.ell mine for the last 
month ha? beon still in oxuosa of tho pre- 
vious. 

John T. Hughes and Frank Dunamoro, 
who went to tho Yukon on a prospooting 
tour, returned on tho lulh ultimo, cover- 
ing a trant of the Yukon country ovor 
1,000 miles. High up 011 Stewart river, a 
branch of tho Yukon, thoy found bar dig- 
gings that paid from S10 to 825 por day pur 
man, Most of the proiipoctors that wont 
over last spring from Juneau, will winter 
on tho Yukon in order to take an early 
start in tho spring. P. R. Smitu.

Description of » 1'Ioco Devoted to the 
Production of Fowls — Incubator* and 
Artificial Brooilors— ltalsli-B Broil- 
era for the Murkot. 



I New York Mall and F.xpress.1 
"The outlook for tho incubator and 
poultry supply business is first-rate, " stiid 
u well-know u dealer in response to in- 
quiries uindo by a reporter. "There are 
many new pnrties coming in every day 
now looking at nitichiries who intend 
starting in the cbicken-rnising business 
this fall to make a regular trade of it. In- 
cubators increasing in number? Yes, sir; 
there are in tho market from twelve to 
fifteen machines of different patents. We 
have here in our store eight of the leading 
ones in constant operation night and day. 
Tho prices range from $20 to iSliOO each, 
with a varying capacity from fifty to 2,0lW 
flggs. As a rule, a first-class incubator 
hatches from 80 to 90 per cent of the fer- 
tile eggs that are put into it. Most of 
tlic.se mnchiu.es are automatic in their 
regulation, so that they require very little 
care. " 

"How much capital docs it require to 
start iu the chicken-raising business?" was 
asked. 

"I know of one party whose capital i.s 
$100, and of another whom we tilted out, 
the capital for whose stock was $40,000. 
All the eight machines that we keep are 
hatching chickens every day. These we 
send to our chicken ranch in New Jersey. 
Some days our machines batch out as 
many as '.00 chicks. Yes, the chicken- 
raising business is a new industry that has 
sprung up within the last two years. Hut 
aside from those who go into the business 
as a business, there are many wealthy 
men, owners of country seats, who have 
gone into it for tile novelty of the thing. 

"lias not the growth of the business in- 
creased the demand for poultry sup- 
plies?" 

"Yes, very largely. Among the articles 
in great demand is ground bone and 
oyster shells, which is fed to the chicks, 
why, we sell at least fifty tons of this 
material a year, and the demand has made 
a new way of disposing of bones and 
oyster sheila Not long ago a man started 
a manufactory at Yonkcrs for the es- 
pecial purpose of grinding bones and 
oyster shells for the chicken trade and 
he has a big trade iu it already. It has 
also made a great demand for wire netting 
for fences to poultry yards. The other 
day we sold and put up for one party a 
mile of this wire netting. " 

" You spoke of a chicken ranch. "What 
is it like?" 

"Ours in New Jersey covers six acres 
of ground. It is inclosed by a fence 
nbout six feel high. It contains a num- 
ber of wooden buildings, built especially 
for chicken raising. One of these meas- 
ures 00x80 feet and is twenty feet high. 
It was originally built for the fattening of 
poultry. It. is divided into pens for Hocks 
of chickens of different breeds. The pen 
measures about 10x20 feet, and each con- 
tains nest boxes, roosts and feeding troughs. 
Another building on the ground is long 
and narrow, 100xJ5 feet, and is divided 
into pens the same as the other. Still uu 
othor is 40x15 feet, which we use princi- 
pally for ducks. It lias a small pond ad- 
joining. On a knoll back of tlieso build- 
ings we keep a large number of artificial 
broodors for young chicks taken from the 
incubators at the store They arc kept in 
these brooders four weeks and aro then 
old onough to be put in with tho larger 
Btock. " 

"What is the • apacity of such aranch? " 

"Without crowding it will contain 
nearly 1,000 full-grown fowls, 5,000 
young chicks and 1,000 ducks. The cost 
of such aranch complete, without the 
land, is about S5.000. One man and a 
boy can attend to it nicely. Their duties 
are to feed and water the fowls regularly, 
and keep the buildings thoroughly cleaned. 
If this is properly done it keeps tho fowls 
in perfectly good health, Such a busi- 
ness, properly carried on, will yield a 
profit of at least 100 per cent, on the cap- 
ital invested, aud even that is a low esti- 
mate Tako fancy-bred fowls and they 
bring from $1 to $10 a piece, and I know 
n man who has a partridge cochin cock 
which $100 couldn't buy. Then take 
broilers. They are worth to day, and it 
is the dull season, 22 cents a pound live 
weight. Each one will weigh 24 pounds, 
and the cost to raise it is not over 1 5 
cents, In winter they bring from 00 to 
00 cents a pound, or $2 a pair. 

The demand for eggs for hatching is 
great and a large part of our business i.s 
to supply eggs for this purpose. In fact 
our ranch is carried on for raising thor- 
oughbreds, not for market poultry. l)o 
we allow visitors? Yes, we set apart Fri- 
days for any one who wants to see the 
place, iiut there have been a number of 
such ranches lately started iu the neigbor- 
hood of this city. One on Long Island 
conducted by a stock company i.s the 
largest. The capital interested is 40.000 
and the place is conducted for the ex- 
clusive production of broilers. It 
has now a capacity for hatching 
7,000 eggs, and they are putting up 
more buildings, so that the place will 
have a capacity for hutching out 1,00.) 
chickens a day. They find the business 
profitable, and their trade is in the city. 
Another somewhat different ranch is one 
in New Jersey, which is devoted to the 
production of eggs exclusively, its owners 
having contracts with parties in this city. 
The man who owns it started the business 
three years ago with a capital of just $25i 
He has now 1 ,000 laying hens and his 
present buildings cost him $5,000, all of 
which he made out of the business. Yet, 
all this time he has been engaged in regu- 
hi- business in this city and has come iu 
every day. " 

Substitute) for Sponges in Hospitals. 
[Medical Journal.] 

In some of the public hospitals Japan- 
ese paper handkerchiefs are now used, 
with much satisfaction, for drying 
wounds. Sponges aro so seldom and 
■with such dill culty perfectly cleansed 
after being used that their employment is 
objectionable. The paper towels, how- 
ever, answer the same purpose as cotton 
ones, and are so cheap that they can be 
thrown away after being used — ordinary 
cotton or linen towels having been found 
much preferable to sponges, which, if 
soiled are liable to introduce septic mate- 
rial into wounds. 

Tho papor towels are scarcely suitable 
for drying hands after washing, uuless 
several towels are used at once, because a 
large amount of moisture on the hands 
soon saturates a single towel. For remov- 
ing blood from wounds a paper towel is 
simply crumpled up into a sort of ball or 
mass, and then used as a sponge; such 
balls absorb blood rapidly.

WHEREAS THE PRESENT PUBLIC LIGHTING 
of the City of Victoria is Insufficient, and it is 
expedient and necessary to extend and improve the 
same, and for that purpose to raise by way of loan, 
upon the credit of the said City, the sum of SIO.OOO. 

And whereas it will require the sum of SI, 550 to be 
raised annually by special rata for tho payment of 
the debt intended to bo hereby created and tho In- 
terest then-en. 

And whereas tho amount of the whole rateable 
property of the said City, according to the last re- 
vised assessment roll, is 85,000,000. 

And whereas it will require an annual special rate 
of 1-3! of one cent in the dollar for plying the Inter- 
est and creating an equal yearly sinking fund for 
paying the principal of the said Intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal! y Act, 1881. 

Bo it therefore enacted by tha Council of the Cor-
